limiting our methods of transportation 
to the surface of the earth, solid and 
fluid; but apparently these results are 
not sufficient for the gratification of 
our inordinate ambition.

Yet they en¬ 
courage experiments, which are frank¬ 
ly undertaken to the end that whole 
cities containing millions of people may 
be blown up by dropping explosives 
from the skies or ships shattered and 
instantly sunk by Invisible agencies 
from below. Man la evidently an In¬ 
consistent Ur wen os a laughing snd a 
crying animal Why not make Inter¬ 
national regulations prohibiting the 
construction of submarine war vessels 
in time or peace and their use in time 
of war? And why not deal In a similar 
manner with aerial machines. Men 
are already engaged In a sufllclent 
number of extra hasanlous occupa¬ 
tions. There is no vital necessity flew 
iddmg to tie number.

° r Egypt and the Houdan, Just publish¬ 
ed •» a parliamentary paper, to largely 
occupied with the troubles caused by 
the Nationalist party, which culminat¬ 
ed in the murder or the Egyptian pre¬ 
mier, Boutros Pasha, last February. 

The unceremonlou* treatment by the 
general assembly *of the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment’s proposal of the extension 
of the Sues canal comeonlon is also 
referred to. Throughout the past year 
long and laborious negotiation* pro¬ 
ceeded between the Egyptian govern¬ 
ment, and the 8ue» Canal Company 
with regard to thla proposal; which 
those beat competent to judge con¬ 
sidered a satisfactory liar gain from the 
Egyptian point of view. Though not 
required by the terms of the Organic 
Ihw to consult the general assembly 
the government decided to -do so. In. 
view of the exceptional Importance of 
the measure to present and future 
generations. _ 

Many administrative reform* have 
been Introduced during the past year. 

The impressions which Sir Eldon 
Gorst received from a month’s tour of 
I n s p ectio n Aha-So ud a n were alto¬ 
gether favorable to th« system under 
which the country is being adminis¬ 
tered. Everywhere the people were 
contented and prosperous, and every¬ 
where. the most friendly relations ap¬ 
peared to exist "between them and the 
authorities* Including th** Egyptian as 
well as the English officials. “I do not 
sup|«ose," say a; Sir Eldon Gorst. ''that 
there is any kart of th« world In 
which the ma£ of the population have 
fewer unaatiaEtd wants." 

In hls cohclvfllng remarks Sir Eldon 
says the great>*t obstacle at the pres¬ 
ent time la perliap* the general want 
of confidence In the intentions of the 
occupying power which prevails, 
amongst the Unofficial upper and mid¬ 
dle classes In the country, and causes 
every proposal brought forward by the 
government to b* viewed In a lwatlle 
spirit. 

"The only sound course, In my opin¬ 
ion.” say* Sir Eldon, “is to persevere 
on the lines already laid down—namely, 
that British Intervention in tho affairs 
of thto country Is directed to the sole 
end of introducing and maintaining 
good administration, and gradually ac¬ 
customing the Egyptians to carry thto 
on for themselves. The Englishmen 
engaged in thto task must possess their 
souls In patience In the hope that time 
will clear away misunderstanding*■ 
and that In the end all classes of the
